NEW  INSTITUTE  PUBLICATIONS 

Early  in  the  new  year  the  Institute  will 
bring  out  two  new  publications:  William  A. 

Czumer,  Recollections  About  the  Life  of  the 
First  Ukrainian  Settlers  in  Canada  and  George 
S.  N.  Lucky j (ed.) , Shevchenko  and  the  Critics 3 
1861-1980.  The  first  will  be  published  by  the 
Institute  in  Edmonton,  the  second  in  association 
with  the  Institute  by  the  University  of  Toronto 
Press . The  former  is  the  fourth  volume  in  "The 
Alberta  Library  in  Ukrainian-Canadian  Studies"; 
the  latter  is  the  ninth  in  "The  Canadian  Libra- 
ry in  Ukrainian  Studies." 

The  late  Mr.  Czumer  was  a pioneer  school 
teacher  in  Manitoba  and  Alberta,  1907-14,  who 
published  the  Recollections  in  Ukrainian  in 
1942  to  commemorate  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  arrival  of  the  first  Ukrainian  settlers 
to  Canada.  The  book  was  translated  by  another 
pioneer,  Mr.  Louis  T.  Laychuk,  and  edited  by 
the  Institute.  An  introduction  is  provided  by 
Dr.  Manoly  R.  Lupul.  The  volume  is  an  inte- 
resting history  of  Ukrainian  life  in  Canada 
with  special  reference  to  western  Canada,  and 
particularly  Alberta,  during  the  first  twenty- 
five  years  of  settlement.  It  will  be  available 
from  the  Institute's  distributor  at  $9.95 
(clothbound)  and  $5.95  (paperbound) . 

The  volume  edited  by  Dr.  Luckyj , is  a 
series  of  critical  essays,  which  illuminate 
various  aspects  of  Shevchenko's  life  and  work, 
dating  from  the  time  of  the  poet's  death  to  the 
present.  The  contributors,  in  chronological 
order,  are:  P.  Kulish,  M.  Drahomanov,  V.

CHAIR  OF  UKRAINIAN  STUDIES  INAUGURATED 

On  Wednesday  22  October  1980  the  Chair  of 
Ukrainian  Studies  was  officially  inaugurated  at 
the  University  of  Toronto.  More  than  350  per- 
sons came  to  the  historic  West  Hall  of  Univer- 
sity College  to  hear  the  first  incumbent  to  the 
Chair,  Dr.  Paul  R.  Magocsi,  deliver  an  address 
entitled  "National  Cultures  and  University 
Chairs."  Dr.  Magocsi,  associate  professor  of 
political  economy  and  history,  was  introduced 
by  Dr.  Arthur  M.  Kruger,  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  and  Sciences.  Dean  Kruger  predicted  that 
as  a result  of  Dr.  Magosci's  past  and  future 
scholarly  works  on  Ukrainian  Galicia,  "Toronto 
will  be  recognized  as  a leading  world  centre 
for  Ukrainian  studies." 

In  his  inaugural  address  Dr.  Magocsi 
stressed  the  importance  of  education  for  state- 
less national  groups.  He  then  traced  the  his- 
tory of  chairs  in  Ukrainian  culture  at  the 
university  level  from  the  mid-nineteenth  century 
to  the  present  and  concluded  with  the  following 
assessment:  "Having  wisely  established  endowed 

positions  at  American  and  Canadian  universities, 
the  Ukrainian  community  has  assured  the  future 
propagation  of  its  historical  memory  irrespec- 
tive of  what  is  occurring  in  the  homeland,  just 
as  ancient  Greek  civilization  and  the  Roman 
Empire  continue  to  exist  in  the  curricula  of 
universities  and  thus  in  the  mind  of  modern 
man . " 


SLAVIC  STUDIES  IN  MANITOBA 

During  the  first  semester  of  the  1980-1 
academic  year  the  Department  of  Slavic  Studies 
at  the  University  of  Manitoba  hosted  four  semi- 
nars. On  9 October  Zorianna  Hrycenko-Luhova 
from  Montreal  spoke  on  the  "Ukrainian  Community 
in  Montreal:  Past  and  Present";  on  13  November 

Jan  Drabek,  a member  of  the  Writers  Union  of 
Canada,  presented  a paper  entitled  "Some 
Canadian  Writers  from  Eastern  Europe";  on 
17  November  Dr.  George  Grabowicz  of  Harvard 
University  spoke  on  "Three  Perspectives  on  the 
Cossack  Past:  Hohol,  Shevchenko  and  Kulish"; 

and  on  20  November  Peter  Melnycky  of  Winnipeg 
examined  "The  Political  Reaction  to  Ukrainian 
Immigrants:  The  1899  Election  in  Manitoba." 
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UKRAINIAN  STUDIES  COURSES  IN  CANADA 

New  developments  in  Ukrainian  studies 
courses  in  Canada  are  surveyed  in  a research 
report  recently  submitted  to  the  Institute  by 
Bohdan  Krawchenko.*  The  report  will  be  discussed 
by  the  Institute  Council  of  Associates  when  it 
meets  in  Halifax  in  May  1981. 

The'' report  notes  that  with  the  introduction 
of  Ukrainian  studies  courses  at  Concordia  Uni- 
versity in  Montreal  and  their  revival  at  the 
University  of  British  Columbia  in  Vancouver,  the 
number  of  Canadian  universities  offering  one  or 
more  courses  in  Ukrainian  studies  in  1979-80 
totalled  14,  as  compared  to  12  in  1976-7.  In 
that  two-year  period  a substantial  number  of  new 
courses  were  added  to  existing  programmes. 
Nevertheless,  the  overall  number  of  courses 
actually  taught  at  Canadian  universities  de- 
clined substantially  in  the  two-year  period.  In 
the  1976-7  academic  year  159  courses  were  taught 
in  Canada.  In  the  1979-80  academic  year  the 
figure  was  95.  Particularly  striking  are  the 
regional  trends.  In  eastern  Canada  the  number 
of  courses  taught  dropped  from  67  in  1976-7  to 
22  in  1979-80.  In  western  Canada  the  comparable 
figures  were  92  and  72.  Undoubtedly  conjunctu- 
ral  factors  such  as  sabbatical  leaves  and  the 
staggering  of  courses  accounted  for  part  of  the 
decline.  But  with  65  fewer  courses  taught  in 
1979-80  compared  to  1976-7,  the  numbers  involved 
are  too  high  for  the  decline  to  be  explained  by 
these  factors  alone. 

Both  academics  and  the  Ukrainian  community, 
according  to  the  report,  have  cause  to  be  con- 
cerned with  the  declining  enrolment  in  Ukrainian 
studies  courses.  The  problem  is  most  acute  in 
eastern  Canada,  particularly  in  Ontario.  Through- 
out Canada  total  enrolment  dropped  from  935 
students  in  1976-7  to  845  students  in  1979-80, 
that  is,  by  10  per  cent.  But  the  overall  Cana- 
dian figure  is  not  very  informative,  since 
enrolment  trends  in  western  Canada  and  eastern 
Canada  are  so  dissimilar.  In  eastern  Canada 
(Ontario  specifically)  total  enrolment  in 
Ukrainian  studies  courses  declined  by  a sharp  41 
per  cent  between  1976-7  and  1979-80,  with  lan- 
guage courses  dropping  by  53  per  cent.  In 
contrast,  total  enrolment  in  western  Canada 
increased  by  6 per  cent  and  language  enrolment 
by  28  per  cent.  This  enrolment  trend  has  acce- 
lerated a process  of  concentration  of  Ukrainian 
university  course  enrolment  in  western  Canada, 
which  accounted  for  67  per  cent  of  the  total 
enrolment  in  1976-7  and  79  per  cent  in  1979-80. 


However,  in  the  face  of  this  'objective' 
situation,  a good  deal  can  be  done  to  improve 
enrolment.  First,  the  development  of  pre-uni- 
versity instruction  in  Ukrainian  studies  can 
improve  enrolment  figures  at  the  university 
level.  The  rather  positive  enrolment  record  of 
prairie  universities  is  in  part  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  university  courses  are  at  the  top 
of  an  educational  pyramid  whose  base  lies  in  the 
elementary  and  secondary  schools.  Secondly,  it 
is  part-time  students,  women  in  particular,  who 
are  the  growing  contingent  in  university  enrol- 
ment across  Canada.  Thus  off-campus  courses, 
evening  programmes  and  community  outreach  can 
do  much  to  improve  enrolment  figures.  Third, 
since  only  approximately  5-10  per  cent  of  stu- 
dents of  Ukrainian  origin  take  a Ukrainian  stu- 
dies course  at  university,  it  should  be  possible 
to  raise  this  proportion  through  publicity  cam- 
paigns and  other  voluntaristic  measures. 

The  declining  enrolment  in  Ukrainian  stu- 
dies will  have  far-reaching  effects  on  the 
Ukrainian  academic  community  in  the  next  decade. 
The  age  of  tenured  academics  currently  teaching 
Ukrainian  studies  is  such  that  approximately 
75  per  cent  will  retire  in  the  next  five  to 
ten  years.  Their  retirement  comes  at  a time 
when  enrolment  in  Ukrainian  studies  is  expected 
to  be  at  a low  point.  If  this  occurs,  the  size 
of  enrolments  may  not  warrant  their  replacement, 
and  it  is  conceivable  that  around  twenty  acade- 
mic positions  in  Ukrainian  studies  may  be  lost. 
The  loss  would  come  at  a time  when  the  number 
of  graduate  students  in  Ukrainian  studies  is 
the  highest  it  has  ever  been.  In  the  next  two 
to  four  years  approximately  twenty  Ph.D.'s  in 
Ukrainian  studies  will  be  seeking  careers.  If 
universities  are  unable  to  utilize  the  services 
of  these  highly  qualified  young  people,  the 
calibre  of  teaching  and  research  will  suffer  as 
a result.  It  is  projected  that  in  about  fif- 
teen years  there  will  be  a substantial  increase 
in  demand  for  academic  staff  when  the  children 
of  the  baby-boom  generation  reach  university 
age.  It  is  therefore  essential,  the  report 
concludes,  that  in  the  immediate  future  the 
research  function  in  Ukrainian  studies  be 
expanded  in  order  to  avoid  the  loss  of  one 
generation  of  scholars,  and  that  Ukrainian 
studies  enrolment  be  maintained  in  order  to 
ensure  that  the  generation  of  academics  about 
to  retire  will  not  be  the  last  generation  to 
teach  Ukrainian  studies  in  Canada.

VISITING  SCHOLAR  1980-1 

The  Institute's  visiting  scholar  for  the 
1980-1  academic  year  is  Mrs.  Chen  Yi  Yun,  a 
student  of  Ukrainian  language  and  history. 

Mrs.  Chen  was  born  in  1940  in  Chongqing, 
China.  In  1964  she  graduated  in  Russian 
literature  at  Beijing  University,  having  com- 
pleted courses  in  Chinese  literature,  philo- 
sophy and  political  economy.  At  this  point, 
however,  she  was  unable  to  carry  out  her 
proposed  work  on  Soviet  affairs  due  to  the 
difficult  diplomatic  relations  between  the 
two  countries,  and  the  subsequent  Chinese 
cultural  revolution. 


During  the  cultural  revolution  Mrs.  Chen, 
along  with  most  other  Chinese  intellectuals, 
was  sent  to  the  countryside  to  be  "reeducated" 
for  two  years.  She  then  worked  as  a secretary 
in  a large  industrial  company.  She  has  been 
a correspondent  for  a local  newspaper,  the 
Beijing  Daily 3 and  a librarian  in  the  Beijing 
Capital  Library. 

In  1978,  after  an  examination  held  by  the 
Academy  of  Social  Sciences  in  China,  she  was 
selected  as  an  assistant  researcher.  After 
several  months  of  training,  she  began  research 
work  on  Russian  literature  and  contemporary 
Soviet  affairs.  She  wrote  several  articles 
and  participated  in  the  translation  of  two 
books,  which  were  published  in  China. 

Mrs.  Chen  came  to  the  Institute  to  obtain 
more  knowledge  about  Ukrainian  problems,  in 
order  to  further  her  Ukrainian  studies  when 
she  returns  to  China  early  in  May.  She  is 
currently  preparing  an  article  on  the  Ukrainian 
national  movement. 


SYMPOSIUM  ON  UKRAINIAN  CANADIANS  SUCCESSFUL 

On  17-18  October  an  Institute-sponsored 
symposium,  entitled  "World  War  I and  Its  After- 
math:  The  Ukrainians  in  Canada,"  heard  ten 

academic  papers  cast  new  light  on  thei  subject 
of  Ukrainian  Canadians  during  the  Grqat  War. 

The  symposium  was  devised  to  allow  fpr  a 
varity  of  perspectives  on  political,  economic 
and  patriotic  developments  during  the  war  and 
in  the  pre-  and  postwar  periods.  Care  was 
taken  to  locate  major  developments  within 
mainstream  Canadian  society  and  to  examine 
their  impact  on  the  life  of  Ukrainians  during 
this  period.  Drs.  J.  Boudreau,  J.  Thompson 
and  D.  Avery  examined  Canadian  events,  while 
young  scholars  such  as  0.  Martynowych,  P. 
Melnycky,  F.  Swyripa  and  A.  Makuch  contributed 
original  research  on  Ukrainian  reactions  to 
internment,  economic  growth  and  patriotic 
movements.  The  influence  of  European  politics 
on  Ukrainian  Canadians,  particularly  the  Paris 
Peace  conference  and  the  work  of  Ukrainian 
government  emissaries  to  Canada,  were  examined 
by  N.  Kazymyra  and  Dr.  0.  Gerus . Dr.  D.  Saun- 
ders' discussion  of  imperial  policies  toward 
the  non-British  populations  in  the  colonies 
and  in  Great  Britain  was  a major  highlight  of 
the  symposium. 

The  symposium  was  attended  by  over  sixty 
participants.  The  proceedings,  the  fourth  in 
a series  of  annual  conferences  on  Ukrainians 
in  Canada,  will  be  edited  by  Dr.  John  Herd 
Thompson  of  McGill  University  and  Frances 
Swyripa  of  the  Institute.  They  will  be  pub- 
lished by  the  Institute  in  the  near  future.

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GRANTS  AWARDED 

Mr.  John  Jaworsky  of  Ottawa  has  been 
awarded  a $5,350  grant  to  introduce  and  super- 
vise the  translation  of  Danylo  Shumuk's 
memoirs  into  English.  This  work,  originally 
published  in  Ukrainian  in  1974  under  the  title 
Za  skhidnim  obriem3  will  be  supplemented  by 
additional  Shumuk  materials  which  have  recently 
become  available.  The  memoirs  provide  a 
fascinating  in-depth  portrait  of  a Ukrainian 
activist  who  participated  in  various  socio- 
political movements  during  and  after  the 
Second  World  War.  The  translation  itself  will 
be  by  Halya  Kowalsky,  a free  lance  translator 
living  in  Britain. 

Mr.  Leonid  Plyushch  of  Paris  has  been 
awarded  a $5,000  grant  for  the  preparation  of 
a monograph  entitled  "Essays  in  Ukrainian 
Culture."  This  collection  of  essays  will 
examine  ethnography  and  literary  criticism 
from  the  standpoint  of  such  contemporary 
methodologies  as  psychoanalysis,  structuralism 
and  statistical  analysis. 

Dr.  Bohdan  Rubchak  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  has  been  awarded  a $4,000  grant  for 
the  preparation  of  a monograph  on  "The 
Literature  of  the  Ukrainian  Immigration  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada,  1860-1960." 

This  study  will  investigate  the  literary 
writings  of  the  three  waves  of  Ukrainian 
immigration  to  North  America,  with  special 
emphasis  on  how  the  attitude  of  each  wave 
changed  to  both  the  adopted  country  and 
Ukraine  as  a result  of  political,  sociological 
and  psychological  factors.  Dr.  Rubchak  will 
also  examine  the  reflection  of  these  factors 
on  the  selection  of  themes,  genres  and  the 
progressive  refinement  of  literary  forms. 


COMPENDIUM  PUBLISHED 

The  University  of  Ottawa  Press  has  recently 
published  A Statist-teal  Compendium  on  the 
Ukrainians  in  Canada 3 1891-1976.  Prepared  by 
Drs.  William  Darcovich  (editor)  and  Paul  Yuzyk 
(associate  editor),  the  Compendium  is  a 
unique,  basic  and  comprehensive  reference  work 
of  statistics  on  Ukrainians  in  Canada.  It 
includes  census  statistics  and  other  data 
compiled  in  eighteen  topical  areas  and  is  a 
joint  endeavour  of  its  authors,  William  Darco- 
vich, Paul  Yuzyk,  Ivan  Tesla,  Boris  Myhal, 

Zenon  Yurkowsky  and  John  Woychyshyn.  The 
publication  of  this  volume  was  financed  by  the 
Ukrainian  Studies  and  Research  Endowments  fund 
of  the  University  of  Ottawa.

SEMINARS 


EDMONTON 
YURIY  STEFANYK 

The  first  Institute  seminar  of  the  1980-1 
academic  year  was  offered  by  the  noted  literary 
critic  Yuriy  Stefanyk  on  23  September  1980.  He 
spoke  in  Ukrainian  "In  Memory  of  Borys  Oleksan- 
driv. " 

Borys  Oleksandriv  was  the  pseudonym  of  the 
Ukrainian-Canadian  poet  Borys  Oleksandrovych 
Hrebinsky  (1921-79) . He  immigrated  to  Canada 
in  the  late  1940s,  studied  Slavic  languages  and 
literatures  and  library  science  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Ottawa  and  was  active  as  officer  and 
editor  in  the  writer's  association  Slovo.  He 
died  in  a tragic  road  accident  on  21  December 
1979. 

As  a writer,  his  strongest  genre  was  lyric 
poetry,  but  he  also  wrote  humorous  sketches, 
through  which  his  lyricism  still  shone.  During 
his  lifetime  Oleksandriv  published  four  collec- 
tions of  poetry:  Moi  dni  (1946) , Tuha  za 

sontsem  (1967),  Kolokruh  (1972)  and  Kaminnyi 
herein  (1975). 

DR.  DAVID  SAUNDERS 

David  Saunders,  lecturer  in  history.  Uni- 
versity of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  presented  the 
second  Institute  seminar  on  15  October.  The 
seminar  was  cosponsored  by  the  Department  of 
History.  Dr.  Saunders  spoke  on  "Ukraine's 
Impact  on  Russia  in  the  Late  Eighteenth  and 
Early  Nineteenth  Centuries." 
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What,  he  asked,  were  Left-Bank  Ukrainians 
doing  between  the  abolition  of  the  Hetmanate  in 
1764  and  the  suppression  of  the  Cyrillo-Metho- 
dian  Brotherhood  in  1847?  In  the  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  centuries  they  had  an  autonomous 
administration;  from  the  1840s  a nationalist 
movement.  Late  nineteenth-  and  early  twentieth- 
century  Ukrainian  historians,  populist  in  out- 
look, felt  that  in  the  intervening  period  the 
stavshyna  simply  sold  their  souls  to  the 
Russians.  More  recently  Oleksander  Ohloblyn 
has  attempted  to  show  that  autonomist  ideas 
survived  between  the  end  of  the  Hetmanate  and 
the  coming  of  Shevchenko.  These  interpretations 
are  too  starkly  juxtaposed.  Some  of  the  Ukrai- 
nian gentry  became  wholly  Russian  in  their  out- 
look, whereas  others  tried  to  perpetuate  the 
idea  of  autonomy,  or  found  an  intermediate  path. 
They  moved  north,  but  retained  and  embodied 
their  roots  in  their  careers. 

They  moved  out  of  ambition  and  because  the 
central  government  summoned  them.  The  education 
provided  at  the  Kiev  Academy  and  elsewhere  in 
Ukraine  made  Ukrainians  better  qualified  than 
Russians  to  staff  the  expanding  administration 
of  the  Russian  empire.  Catherine  II  was  not 
slow  to  take  advantage  of  this.  Many  of  the 
civil  servants,  doctors,  schoolteachers,  court 
singers  and  writers  of  the  eighteenth-century 
empire  came  from  the  former  Hetmanate.  Three 
of  Catherine  II' s ministers  (Bezborodko,  Zava- 
dovsky  and  Troshchynsky)  provided  a focal  point 
in  St.  Petersburg  for  the  dispensation  of  patro- 
nage and  the  maintenance  of  Ukrainian  ties. 

Because  of  its  geographical  and  social  origins, 
the  Ukrainian  court  group  perhaps  possessed 
greater  cohesion  than  the  other  factions  of 
Catherine's  reign. 

But  it  was  not  in  politics  that  Ukrainians 
made  their  most  important  impact  on  the  empire. 
In  late  eighteenth-century  Russian  journalism, 
in  early  nineteenth- century  Russian  literature 
and  in  the  debates  of  the  1830s  and  1840s  on 
Russia's  cultural  orientation,  Ukrainians  added 
a "Slavonic"  dimension  to  Russia's  formerly 
westernized  outlook  on  the  world.  The  rise  of 
Russian  romanticism  is  usually  attributed  to  the 
penetration  of  French  and  German  ideas,  but  it 
was  facilitated  by  the  presence  of  educated 
Ukrainians  in  Moscow  and  St.  Petersburg.  They 
had  moved  north  before  romanticism  evolved,  and 
helped  to  form  a context  in  which  it  could  take 
root.  Whereas  in  the  late  seventeenth  and  early 

eighteenth  centuries  Ukrainians  had  made  their 
mark  on  the  Russian  church,  in  the  late 
eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries  they 
made  their  mark  on  imperial  secular  culture. 


DR.  GEORGE  G.  GRABOWICZ 

On  18  November  George  G.  Grabowicz,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  Ukrainian  literature,  Harvard 
University,  presented  the  third  Institute  semi- 
nar on  the  topic  "Shevchenko:  Myth  Carrier  and 

Myth  Maker." 

In  Shevchenko's  poetry  Ukraine's  Cossack 
past  is  mythically  conceived  as  embodying  a 
struggle  between  ''communitas"  and  "structure." 
The  Cossacks  and  haidamaky  at  their  purest  re- 
presented the  undifferentiated,  egalitarian, 
unanimous  and  anonymous  communitas . The  sacred 
temple  of  this  communitas  was  the  Cossack  burial 
mound  ( mohylo ) . Contrasted  to  communitas  was 
"structure,"  which  was  alien  and  destructive  to 
the  national  ethos.  The  Cossack  officer  class, 
and  in  particular  Hetman  Bohdan  Khmelnytsky, 
exemplified  "structure";  they  perverted  the 
Cossack  ideal  of  equality  and  transformed  it 
into  a monopoly  of  power  for  the  few.  This  was 
their  "folly,"  which  Shevchenko  contrasted  to 
the  profound,  true  wisdom  of  the  untutored  heart 
of  the  common  man,  of  the  Cossacks.  For  Shev- 
chenko, the  Cossacks  were  mythical,  not  histo- 
rical, figures,  bearers  of  the  existential  and 
nonpolitical  ideal  of  Ukraine's  egalitarian 
past. 

Shevchenko  looked  to  the  future  as  a return 
to  a distant  past  in  which  the  disharmony 
between  communitas  and  structure  did  not  exist, 
because  structure  itself  was  absent.  In  his 
poetry  he  expressed  a millenarian  vision  of  a 
total,  collective  transformation  of  Ukraine, 
wrought  by  divine  agency  or  the  risen  people. 

W.  ROMAN  PETRYSHYN 

The  fourth  Institute  seminar  was  presented 
on  2 December  by  W.  Roman  Petryshyn,  a research 
associate  in  the  Institute.  He  spoke  on 
"Ukrainian  Galicia  in  Interwar  Poland:  An 

Internal  Colony." 

The  presentation  focused  on  the  task  of 
theoretically  explaining  the  rise  of  national 
solidarity  among  the  Ukrainian  population  in 
southeastern  Poland  during  the  interwar  period. 

A model,  drawn  from  the  contemporary  debate  on 
the  concept  of  "internal  colonialism,"  was 
presented  and  then  tested  for  its  suitability 
in  dealing  with  the  wide  array  of  empirical 
evidence  available  about  geographic,  economic 
and  social  relations  in  Ukrainian  Galicia. 
According  to  Hechter,  a leading  theorist  in 
this  area,  internal  colonies  (like  peripheral 
regions)  exist  where  an  exploitative  colonial 
relationship  exists  in  a geographically  and 
administratively  integrated  region  of  a state. 
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but  where  (like  an  overseas  colony)  the  regio- 
nal population  has  a culture  perceived  by  the 
majority  to  have  lower  prestige.  Ascribed 
cultural  (status)  differences  are  used  to 
create  a cultural  division  of  labour  in  order 
to  maintain  relations  of  class  domination; 
ethnic  features  then  come  to  parallel  both 
regional  and  vertical  stratification  systems 
and  form  the  social  base  for  national  mobili- 
zation . 

A series  of  indicators  for  the  presence  of 
internal  colony  relations  were  reviewed  and  the 
case  of  Ukrainian  Galicia  in  Poland  was 
examined  for  their  presence.  A brief  discu- 
ssion established  the  unstable  economic  and 
social  condition  of  class  relations  in  Poland 
that  accounted  for  the  inability  of  Polish 
society  to  integrate  its  minorities.  Specific 
evidence  was  then  provided  from  various  sectors 
of  the  Polish  economy  and  state  system  to 
demonstrate  how  Poles  sought  to  institutionalize 
their  privileged  positions  in  relation  to  the 
Ukrainian  population  in  eastern  Galicia. 


TORONTO 


STEPAN  VELYCHENKO 

The  Institute's  seminar  series  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  began  on  15  September 
with  a talk  by  Stepan  Velychenko,  Ph.  D.  candi- 
date at  the  London  School  of  Economics,  on 
"Ukraine-Rus ' in  Polish  and  Ukrainian  Histori- 
cal Thought,  1100-1648." 

The  speaker  noted  that  in  early-modern 
Polish  chronicles  Ukrainian  Rus ' lands  were 
described  as  conquered  provinces  that  had 
rightfully  belonged  to  Poland  since  the  eleventh 
century.  After  1596,  however,  the  Ukrainian 
Orthodox  gentry  and  clergy  ignored  this  inter- 
pretation and  argued  that  their  ancestors  had 
joined  Poland  voluntarily  on  condition  that 
their  rights  and  liberties  be  respected.  Where- 
as the  Polish  interpretation  implied  that 
Ukrainian  rights  were  dependent  upon  the  king's 
will  rather  than  the  written  law,  the  Ukrainian 
interpretation  implied  that  Rus'  could  separate 
legally  from  Poland  if  its  rights,  as  guaranteed 
at  the  time  of  union,  were  violated.  This 
concept  of  voluntary  union  was  later  to  become 
one  of  the  basic  tenets  of  Ukrainian  political 
thought. 


MARCO  CARYNNYK 

On  29  September  Marco  Carynnyk,  writer  and 
translator,  presented  a paper  entitled  "The 
Ukrainian  Famine  of  1933:  Causes,  Course  and 

Consequences."  Mr.  Carynnyk  pointed  out  that 
the  Soviet  government  has  never  acknowledged 
the  famine  of  1933,  which  culminated  the 
campaign  to  collectivize  agriculture  in  Ukraine 
and  the  North  Caucasus  and  claimed  six  or  seven 
million  victims.  Western  historians  have  also 
ignored  the  famine,  which  has  been  dealt  with 
at  length  only  by  Ukrainian  emigre  writers, 
who  provide  moving  accounts  of  the  horrors  of 
the  famine  but  fail  to  supply  a detailed  and 
convincing  reconstruction  of  events.  Thus  the 
implications  of  the  famine  for  agricultural 
development,  population  levels  and  social  life 
in  Ukraine  are  barely  understood. 

The  sources  for  a detailed  study  of  the 
famine  include  Soviet  documents,  statistics  and 
the  press  of  the  period  (all  of  which  supply 
indirect  evidence),  accounts  by  western  visi- 
tors to  the  USSR,  eyewitness  testimony  by 
survivors  of  the  famine  now  living  in  the  West 
and  the  parliamentary  records  and  diplomatic 
archives  of  western  powers  and  the  League  of 
Nations.  A study  drawing  on  all  these  sources 
could  shed  considerable  light  on  a major  event 
in  Ukrainian  history.  Moreover,  it  would  help 
to  clarify  perceived  problems  in  the  interpre- 
tation of  Communism  (for  example,  the  relation- 
ship between  Stalinism,  Leninism  and  Marxism) 
and  give  us  a better  understanding  of  the 
totalitarian  regimes  of  the  twentieth  century. 

MYROSLAV  SHKANDRIJ 

The  third  seminar  in  the  Institute's 
programme  was  given  by  Myroslav  Shkandri j , 
instructor  in  German  and  Slavic  studies  at  the 
University  of  Calgary.  Entitled  "Currents  and 
Isms  in  Ukrainian  Art  of  the  1920s,"  the  paper 
traced  the  study  of  modernism  in  art  as  it 
affected  Ukraine  from  the  turn  of  the  century 
to  1930.  The  works  of  0.  Murashko,  0.  Nova- 
kivsky,  A.  Petrytsky,  K.  Malevich,  V.  Yermilov 
and  M.  Boichuk  were  profiled.  The  experiments 
of  the  Ukrainian  avant-garde  led  to  the 
production  in  the  1920s  of  art  forms  that  broke 
with  the  traditions  of  ethnographic  realism. 

A polemic  between  the  leading  schools  developed 
in  the  1920s,  but  this  was  cut  short  in  the 
1930s  with  the  imposition  of  socialist  realism. 
The  talk  was  accompanied  by  slides  of  works  by 
the  artists  under  discussion. 
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MELANIE  PYTLOWANY-KORDIUK 

On  3 November  Melanie  Py tlowany-Kordiuk, 
Ph.D.  candidate  in  Ukrainian  and  Russian  lite- 
rature at  the  University  of  Toronto  presented 
a paper  entitled  "Significant  Motifs  in  the 
Prose  of  Volodymyr  Vynnychenko . " 

A man  of  varied  interests,  passions  and 
responsibilities,  Volodymyr  Vynnychenko  deve- 
loped numerous  themes  in  his  literary  works, 
which  he  produced  over  many  years.  But  no 
theme  overshadows  that  of  self-integrity 
(ohesnist  z soboiu)  in  frequency  or  intensity 
of  expression.  Vynnychenko' s involvement  with 
this  theme  was  very  personal.  As  a sensitive 
man,  he  could  not  ignore  the  hypocrisy  and  dis- 
crepancy between  word  and  deed  that  prevailed 
among  his  acquaintances,  political  colleagues 
and  fellow  socialists.  He  expressed  his  obser- 
vations in  literary  form,  and  whether  he 
received  criticism  or  praise  for  the  results, 
he  never  apologized  for  the  attempt.  For 
Vynnychenko,  self-integrity  became  an  ethical 
precept  or  method  of  dealing  with  the  many 
dilemmas  constantly  encountered  by  humanity. 

He  saw  it  basically  as  a progressive  movement 
toward  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  harmony 
within  oneself. 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  Vynnychenko 
concentrated  on  the  problems  of  sexuality  and 
the  hypocrisy  it  evoked.  This  was  a pioneering 
effort  in  Ukrainian  literature,  since  most 
writers  shunned  a serious  treatment  of  this 
controversial  subject.  Vynnychenko  was  often 
criticized  and  vilified  for  his  work  on  this 
topic.  His  political  manoeuvres  and  his 
willingness  to  tackle  controversial  subjects 
have  often  obscured  the  fact  that  he  was  a 
major  innovative  figure  in  Ukrainian  literature. 
Hopefully,  this  will  be  remedied  by  future 
studies  of  his  life  and  works. 

DOREEN  GORSLINE 

Doreen  Gorsline,  Ph.D.  candidate  in  Ukrai- 
nian literature  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
spoke  on  "Some  Approaches  to  the  Literary-His- 
torical Legacy  of  Mykola  Zerov"  on  17  November. 
As  expressed  primarily  in  Nove  ukraZnske  pys- 
menstvo  and  Lekts'U,  z istordd  ukravnskoi  Zite- 
ratury3  Zerov's  work  is  both  a conscientious 
response  to  the  fledgling  Ukrainian  literary- 
historical  lineage  and  a natural,  synthetic, 
scholarly  extension  of  his  deep  "culturalizer 's" 
concern  for  the  present  and  future  of  Ukraine 
and  its  literature.  Significant  precursors  are 
the  early  critical  surveys  of  M.  Kostomarov  and 
P.  Kulish  in  historical  method,  systematization, 
critical  standards  and  procedure;  and  the  works 
of  Dashkevych  and  Franko  in  methodology,  the 
handling  of  influences  and  parallels,  periodi- 
zation, "currents,"  formal  analyses,  thorough 
explanations  of  narodnist,  and  insights  into 
the  theory  of  literary  and  cultural  history. 


Ms.  Gorsline  noted  that  Zerov  believed  in 
the  "life-giving  sap"  of  tradition  provided  by 
the  study  of  a nation's  literary  history.  He 
treated  this  process  through  formal  analyses  in 
a cultural-historical  context.  His  handling  of 
periodization  was  based  on  the  alternation  of 
tastes  in  style  and  ideology,  and  was  structured 
coherently  according  to  literary  figures  and 
associates  (groups,  centres)  rather  than  genres. 
Other  results  of  Zerov's  synthetic  vision  of  a 
complex  but  interrelated  Ukrainian  literary- 
and  cultural-historical  process  were  his 
"aesthetics  of  influence  and  reception"  (the 
discussion  of  provincialism  and  reader  psycho- 
logy to  analyze  the  coexistence  of  literary 
styles)  and  his  treatment  of  "generations," 
foreign  schools,  literary  languages,  the  role 
of  secondary  writers,  and  of  popularity  and  the 
audience. 

DR.  WALTER  SMYRNIW 

The  final  seminar  of  the  autumn  semester 
was  given  by  Walter  Smyrniw,  associate  professor 
of  Slavic  languages  and  literatures  at  McMaster 
University.  Dr.  Smyrniw  spoke  on  "The  Theme  of 
Mangodhood  in  Oles  Berdnyk's  Science  Fiction." 

Until  the  early  1960s  Soviet  Ukrainian 
science  fiction,  as  exemplified  by  the  works  of 
V.  Vladko,  was  focused  on  the  themes  of  scien- 
tific and  technological  progress.  With  the 
appearance  of  Oles  Berdnyk's  works,  these 
themes  were  diversified  and  in  addition,  the 
theme  of  the  relationship  between  scientific 
progress  and  the  problems  of  human  existence 
was  introduced.'  In  his  works  ShZiakhy  tytaniv 
(1959),  StrZZa  chasu  (1960)  and  D-ity  bezmezhzh'ta 
(1964) , Berdnyk  explored  the  notions  of  human 
evolution  aided  by  advanced  technology,  the 
possibility  of  immortality,  resurrection, 
psychic  space  and  time  travel,  and  the  trans- 
formation of  solar  into  biologically  useful 
energy,  thus  leading  to  the  attainment  of  man- 
godhood . 

Subsequently,  the  infinite  power  of  the 
human  mind  in  attaining  mangodhood  became  the 
focus  of  Berdnyk's  works.  A chronological 
reading  shows  his  preoccupation  with  the  results 
for  humanity  of  evolutionary  and  scientific 
processes,  a theme  best  developed  in  Zordannyi. 
korsar  (1971)  and  the  samvydav  story  "Apostol 
bezsmerttia. " After  Zoriannyi  korsar 3 however, 
Berdnyk's  works  also  included  ideas  for  a cult 
of  mangodhood,  which  was  didactic  and  apostolic 
in  tone.  This  made  Berdnyk  heretical  and  anti- 
social in  the  eyes  of  the  authorities,  leading 
to  his  expulsion  from  the  Writers'  Union  in 
1973  and  persecution  even  before  he  joined  the 
Ukrainian  Helsinki  group.  Berdnyk's  cult  is 
unique  in  the  Soviet  Union,  but  has  its  western 
analogy  in  Scientology,  founded  by  L.  Ron 
Hubbard  (also  a former  science-fiction  writer) .

DR.  BOHDAN  BOCIURKIW 

Bohdan  R.  Bociurkiw,  professor  of  political 
science,  Carleton  University,  offered  a seminar 
on  methodological  problems  of  the  comparative 
study  of  church-state  relations  in  communist 
states  at  St.  Anthony’s  College,  Oxford,  and  the 
London  School  of  Economics,  25-6  February  1980. 
On  27  March  he  delivered  a paper  on  the  Soviet 
model  of  church-state  relations  at  the  Ukrainian 
Free  University,  Munich. 

On  11  April  Dr.  Bociurkiw  gave  a report  at 
the  University  of  Toronto  on  a survey  conducted 
by  Canadian  social  scientists  working  in  Ukrai- 
nian studies  to  a panel  entitled  "The  State  of 
Ukrainian  Studies  in  North  America:  Future 

Perspectives."  On  3 October  Dr.  Bociurkiw 
presented  a paper  on  "Approaches  to  a Compara- 
tive Study  of  Religion  and  Political  Change  in 
Socialist  Systems,"  at  the  Second  World  Congress 
on  Soviet  and  East  European  Studies,  Garmisch- 
Fartenkirchen,  West  Germany. 

Dr.  Bociurkiw's  recent  publications  in-

LEONID  PLYUSHCH 

In  September  1980  Leonid  Plyushch  visited 
the  University  of  Alberta  to  carry  out  research 
on  a book  he  is  writing  for  the  Institute  on 
aspects  of  Ukrainian  culture.  Mr.  Plyushch,  a 
former  Ukrainian  dissident,  is  currently 
residing  in  Paris,  where,  as  a private  scholar, 
he  is  engaged  in  literary  and  ethnographic 
research.  He  is  author  of  the  award-winning  book 
History’s  Carnival:  A Dissident’s  Autobiography 

and  numerous  articles  on  cultural  themes. 


W.  R.  PETRYSHYN 

W.  R.  Petryshyn,  a member  of  the  Insti- 
tute's academic  staff  since  its  inception  in 
1976,  has  accepted  an  appointment  as  assistant 
director  of  the  Cultural  Heritage  Branch, 
Government  of  Alberta.  As  a research  associate 
in  the  Institute,  Mr.  Petryshyn  has  specialized 
in  the  sociology  of  Ukrainian  Canadians,  the 
postwar  immigration  to  Canada  and  Britain  and 
government  policies  on  multiculturalism.  His 
appointment  takes  effect  on  1 January  1981. 

DR.  ROBERT  B.  KLYMASZ 

Robert  B.  Klymasz,  folklorist  and  senior 
coordinator  at  the  Ukrainian  Cultural  and 
Educational  Centre  in  Winnipeg,  is  currently 
visiting  professor  with  the  Slavic  and  Folklore 
programmes  at  the  University  College  of  Los 
Angeles.  Dr.  Klymasz  will  teach  the  first 
course  to  be  offered  in  Ukrainian  literature  at 
UCLA,  featuring  the  work  of  Kotlyarevsky , 
Shevchenko  and  Franko. 

Dr.  Klymasz  was  recently  awarded  a grant 
of  $13,  570  by  the  Multiculturalism  Directorate, 
Secretary  of  State,  Ottawa,  to  work  on  a re- 
search project  entitled  "Songs  of  My  People: 
Ukrainian  Folk  Songs  of  Canada." 

BOHDAN  KRAWCHENKO 

Bohdan  Krawchenko  recently  published  "The 
Impact  of  Industrialization  on  the  Social  Struc- 
ture of  Ukraine,"  Canadian  Slavonic  Papers 3 3 
(1980):  338-57.  He  is  a member  of  the  pro- 

gramme committee  of  the  Canadian  Political 
Science  Association  responsible  for  panels  in 
the  area  of  comparative  politics  of  socialist 
states,  and  has  also  been  reappointed  to  the 
Secretary  of  State,  Multiculturalism  Directo- 
rate's Canadian  Ethnic  Studies  Advisory 
Commi ttee . 

HALYNA  MUCH IN 

Halyna  Muchin  is  one  of  six  graduate  students 
at  the  University  of  Alberta  to  have  been  awarded 
an  Izaak  Walton  Killam  Memorial  Fellowship  for 
1980-1.  Ms.  Muchin  received  her  B.A.  and  M.A. 
from  the  University  of  Manitoba,  having  written 
a thesis  on  "The  Evolution  of  the  Ukrainian
